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Town puts up 
stop sign on 
big spending

With almost a third of 2011 to go Didsbury is putting the 
brakes on mtyor expenditures. 

At its regular council meeting on Aug. JO administration 
told council that it should not proceed with an under¬ 
ground infrastructure replacement program for 20th 
Avenue in front of the post office as the price tag had 
jumped from $335 a metre to $1,100 a metre. The total 
cost for the work is now projected to be $330,000. 

Administration added, “Council should hold off on all 
larger projects until the cost implications associated with 
the lagoon replacement and upgrade program are under¬ 
stood." 

“The lagoon is our number one priority. As we move for¬ 
ward with tender we have to have accurate details," said 
Mayor Brian Wittal. 
“Let’s wait to see what 
the costing and time¬ 
lines are on the lagoon 
and not commit to other, 
projects. Any other; 
planned upgrades will 
have to be worked 
around the lagoon.” 

The town received 
notice this summer the 
province has finally 
approved a $(5.2 million 
grant to Didsbury for the 
expansion and revital¬ 
ization of the sewer 
lagoon. The grant still 
leaves a $6.8 million 
shortfall for the project, 
which will have a total 
cost of more than $13 
million. It is expected 
the money will be found through annual provincial munic¬ 
ipal funding, said Wittal. As well the project will be phased 
and the town needs to work out its timelines in terms of 
budgeting. 

Wittal told the Review last month the town has already 
spent about $.350,(MX) in engineering costs for the project. 

As for the underground infrastructure replacement pro¬ 
gram administration was told by council the project is 
essentially being put on the back burner, to be “reinvesti¬ 
gated and re-evaluated” and to look at alternative options. 

The administration report to council stated that due to 
the impact on traffic flow and the negative effect on local 
business the town had been looking at a variety of 
options. But the report added the costs were more than 
what was previously budgeted. 

“We are taking a chance but this is a project that has a 
number of side implications and it needs to be done prop¬ 
erly and we need to be secure in the costing,” said the 
report, authored by chief administrative officer Roy 
Brown. “Administration feels that we don’t have the time 
to do the project in 2011 to do it properly and deal with all 
of the various side issues.”

An Applicant has made an access request to Alberta Health and Wellness 
("AHW") under the Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy 
Act (the "Act") for information related to water wells in Alberta from 1986 
to 2011 as follows: (1) water chemistry data from all water wells which are 
not now in the public domain, (2) microbiological analysis from all water 
wells, (3) well test information which relates to flow capacity from wells, 
and (4) drilling logs, well completion information and geological information 
determined while drilling. The Applicant also requested the information to 
be made available on a public database as it was prior to 1986 

AHW denied the Applicant access to the information in the first and second 
items listed above AHW advised the Applicant that it did not have the 
information set out in the third and fourth items above. 

An Adjudicator with the Office of the Information and Privacy Commissioner 
is conducting Part A of a public oral inquiry on October 18, 19 and 20, 

2011, as necessary, commencing at 9:00 a.m. daily at the Office of the 
Information and Privacy Commissioner (#410, 9925 - 109 Street, 

Edmonton). The issues are: 

1. Do the records consist of personal information, as that term is defined in 
section 1 (n) of the Act? 

2. If the records consist of personal information, does section 17(1) of 
the Act (disclosure harmful to personal privacy) apply to the records/ 
information? 

3. Does section 16(1) of the Act (disclosure harmful to business interests of 
a third party) apply to the records/information? 

4. Does section 32(1) of the Act require the Public Body to disclose the 
records/information in the public interest? 

The Adjudicator will issue an Order under section 72 of the Act. The 
Adjudicator's delegated authority includes the authority to decide that all or 
part of the records, including landowners' water well test results, should be 
disclosed to the Applicant, or made publicly available 

The inquiry currently involves the Applicant, AHW, Alberta Health Services, 
and Alberta Agriculture and Rural Development (the 'Main Parties").

“Information that Kienan was missing was provided to the 
public and media, anti as our search and investigation con¬ 
tinued and we were able to meet the minimum require¬ 
ments, the Amber Alert was issued as well.” 

A formal Albdrta Amber Alert was not activated, but law 
enforcement agencies in all areas of the province were 
ad vests! of the investigation and of descriptions of Hebert, 
Hopley, and Hopley’s brown 1987 Toyota Camry, according 
to RCMP. 

On Friday, Alberta RCMP increased the coverage of the 
information in an effort to get details out to anyone who 
may be travelling over the weekend. 

Alberta RCMP posted an information alert on the 
Alberta Emergency Alert website as well as on Facebook 
and had the opportunity to use electronic signs on Hwy. 2 
near Red Deer and Airdrie to alert the public. 

Didsbury RCMP Cpl. Warren Wright said the detachment 
was made aware through numerous means of the Amber 
Alert, descriptions of the missing boy, Hopley, and 
Hopley’s vehicle. 

“Unless we’ve got a tip that the guy is in the area, it’s like 
looking for a needle in a haystack,” Wright said. 


RCMP did not release all the Allierta locations where 
investigators followed leads or tips to, although an Olds 
resident said his family’s property in the Crowsnest Pass 
was searched last Thursday. 

Hopley is scheduled to ap|>ear in court next week on 
charges he trespassed and broke into the family’s 
Crowsnest Pass property over a year ago. 

The Sparw/xxl man’s criminal record includes convic¬ 
tion of a sexual offence in 1985. 

An early Sunday morning 911 call alerted police to 
Hebert’s location at the vacant family home in Sparwood 
which had been cordoned off when the investigation 
began. 

The three-year-old’s parents and siblings were reported¬ 
ly staying nearby with friends. 

While the Amber Alert was stood down after Hebert was 
located safe, B.C. RCMP said efforts were continuing to 
apprehend Hopley. 

He is described as Caucasian and as having brown hair 
and hazel eyes, with a birthmark along his hairline. 

Police are also searching for Hopley’s 1987 Toyota 
Camry with B.C. licence plate 098 RAL. 


Summer roaming cat problem under control

Roaming cats that owned town 
streets earlier in the summer are 
now under control. 

The Town of Didsbury was facing 
a problem back in May and early 
June with marauding cats because it 
did not have a secure and humane 
place to kennel the mischievous 
felines. 

Late last winter town officials 
were told that a private contractor 
no longer wanted the duty. 

“The cats were out there roaming 
and breeding, breeding and breed¬ 
ing. It was making the wild cat pop¬ 
ulation bigger,” said Derek 
Sutherland, the town’s community 
peace officer. “There are a lot of 
people out there who don’t like cats. 
It is hard to find someone who will 
kennel them. 

“The problem (roaming cats) was 


bad this year because we had a late 
start to trapping them,” he added. 
“The feral cat population was high¬ 
er. If we can trap them in May and 
June we can get a hold of the prob¬ 
lem easier. We have got a hold on 
the problem now but we had a lot of 
cats out there early in the season." 

Sutherland said the town finally 
opted to create its own kenneling 
space for trapped and homeless cats 
in its public works building. The 
town then had a Parks summer stu¬ 
dent to look after the kenneled cats. 

“This was in addition to her regu¬ 
lar duties,” said Sutherland. “She is 
also in the Animal Health 
Technology program at Olds 
College. It was a good fit.” 

Sutherland said the town only 
keeps the cats that are kenneled for 
three days. They are then transport¬ 
ed to the Calgary Humane Society 
where they are adopted out. 

“Until we get our own humane 


society we have to go all the way to 
Calgary. That is time- consuming, 
uses gas and has wear and tear," 
said Sutherland, adding the town is 
adopting out many cats this year. “If 
we can find them good homes that is 
what we prefer to do. We will try to 
adopt out feral cats too. They can be 
good bam cats.” 

Didsbury’s current bylaw, enacted 
in 2007, says all cats in town must 
remain on the property of their own¬ 
ers. Owners of all cats in town must 
secure a licence for each cat they 
own. The licence must be renewed 
annually. 

Sutherland said the town has 
three cat traps, which are loaned 
out to residents who request them. 

“We don’t generally set them up 
ourselves," said Sutherland. “We 
lend them out. Citizens can come 
and get them, give us a deposit. 
Once the cat is trapped we will get 
the animal and kennel it.”

Warrant out for former Water Valley area woman

The public has been 
asked by Calgary Police to 
help find a couple that are 
wanted on multiple war¬ 
rants, one of which is a sus¬ 
pect in a Cremona robbery. 

John Andrew Bentley, 27, 
and Susan Sebulsky, 35, 
were last known to reside 
in the Falconridge in north¬ 
east Calgary, but recently 
moved without notifying 
police, said Det. Dave 
Jennings of District 7 
General Investigations Unit 
in Calgary. 

Didsbury RCMP has war¬ 
rants out on Sebulsky, who 
is described as about five 
foot six, a Caucasian with 
brown hair and eyes, 
weighing 165 pounds. 


She is wanted by 
Didsbury RCMP on charges 
of theft, and failure to 
appear stemming from an 
incident at the Cremona 
Hotel from Sept 19, 2010. 

Sebulsky was charged, 
along with two others, for 
allegedly stealing $600 
from the bar of the 
Cremona Hotel. 

“The $600 that was stolen 
from the bar was ear¬ 
marked from the VLTs," 
said Wright. “It was likely 
removed from the 
machines and stored in a 
cash drawer, presumably 
behind the counter of the 
bar.” 

Though she was identi¬ 
fied as a suspect and 
charged, Sebulsky later 
failed to appear in court on 
July 11, 2011 to answer to 


of probation, and four 
counts of breach of 
recognizance. 

The plea for public help 
was issued not only 
because of multiple war¬ 
rants and upcoming court 
dates, but because the two 
may still be involved in 
criminal activity, said 
Jennings. 

“Recent evidence devel¬ 
oped shows that one or 
both of them are still likely 
active in criminal activity,” 
said Jennings. 

Although Jennings said 
he couldn’t comment fur¬ 
ther on the details of the 
evidence, he said police 
would like to catch them 
before they can do any¬ 
thing else. 

“The longer they’re out 
there, we feel they’re going 


Jennings advised those 
who see the duo to refrain 
from approaching them, as 
either of the suspects to 
contact local police as 
soon as possible. 

“Don’t approach them 
yourself,” he said. 

In recent media reports, 
Jennings said the handgun 
used in a Sept 2010 armed 
robbery of a bartender at 
Bruskey’s I’ll!) in northeast 
Calgary - an incident in 
which Bentley was 
allegedly involved - was 
never recovered. 

Wright encouraged any¬ 
one who knows of the 
couple’s whereabouts to 
contact either the Didsbury 
RCMP or Calgary Police 
Service.

The Stelmach government’s 
*»» n decision to launch a comprehen¬ 

sive new program aimed at reduc¬ 
ing obesity in Alberta -<is a worth- 
while and much needed effort that 
will help tackle a growing and 
troubling trend affecting many 
communities and families, including right here in 
West Central Alberta. 

If it succeeds in its far-reaching goals, the financial, 
health and other benefits of the groundbreaking pro 
gram will be well worth the multi-million dollar cost. 

The five-year Alberta Health Services Obesity 
Initiative will help Albertans manage weight control 
issues and at the same time provide new programs 
to prevent obesity in Albertans of all ages, say offi¬ 
cials. 

Perhaps most importantly the program will 
include school-based programs designed to address 
the growing problem of obesity among young peo¬ 
ple.

However, in order to succeed we will need everyone 
to participate, including our families, our schools 
and our communities.” 

Dr. Chris Eagle, the CAO of Alberta Health 
Services, says the new program represents a big step 
forward in the fight against obesity.

A call to action in memory of Daisy Duke

For now these citizens, including 
Sutherland and Olds peace officer 
Karen Zaretski, have formed a board to 
create the Airdrie Si District Humane 
Society, an agency with a mandate to 
create a facility for lost and homeless 
animals in Central All>erta. The group 
dot's not even have a site or office yet 
and are currently in the public aware¬ 
ness and fundraising stages of its 
organization. 

It is ho|>ed, with greater support 
from the public at large and from 
municipal councils in Central Alberta, 
that a new state-of-the-art facility can 
be built in Central Alberta within the 
next few years. When this happens, 
lost and abandoned domestic animals 
can 1 h> easily and conveniently taken to 
a loving and secure shelter, and if nix- 
essary, adopted out to a good home, 
like so many other shelters these days 
this facility would surely have a “no 
kill” policy. Every domestic animal 
should always have a chance to bo a 
forever companion. 

Up to now, however, municipal coun¬ 
cils south of Red Deer (where a new 
and state-of-the-art facility has just 
been built) across Cent nil Allierla have 
not placed a high priority on the need 
to have a regional humane society 
facility. 

It has Ikx-ii five years since Central 
AllH'rta citizens were jolted to make a 
call for action on the death of Daisy 
Duke. 

To move urgently forward now with 
a gn*ater sense of purpose towards a 
project for the betterment of all 
domestic animals would he a fitting 
tribute. 


In a few weeks it will be five years to 
the day when the shocking case of 
Didsbury’s Daisy Duke exploded 
across newspapers, televisions and 
computer screens. 

At that time some editorial writers 
wen' wondering if central Albertans 
would ever move on from that terrible 
event when the battered canine was 
found on the Didst airy stnx't. 

Sadly, this is an event no one should 
ever forget, as it n'inforeed at the time 
and for five years after how much still 
needs to Ih> done to improve the quali¬ 
ty of life for domestic animals. It also 
underscored the need to nqx'atedly 
remind legislators in ()ttawa how com¬ 
pletely inadequate animal cruelty and 
abuse laws still are. 

On Oct. 7, 2006, after one youth acci¬ 
dentally ran over the |>et, two malt's 
trussed up the dog and draggl'd the ani¬ 
mal several blocks Indore miming over 
it a second time and leaving the strick¬ 
en canine on the street. Two years later 
Daniel Charles Haskett, 19, of 
Didsbury, was sentenced to 30 days in 
jail. Animals rights groups were out¬ 
raged at the leniency. 

Tlie only subsequent change in the 
law was an increase in the maximum 
sentence, from two years incarceration 
to five, an offender falx's if convicted 
of the worst type of animal abuse. The 
federal government declined to change 
anything else in the Criminal Code on 
animal abuse or neglect.

But yet, despite the lingering memo¬ 
ries of Daisy Duke, there is still so 
much work to do in the region. 

This wix'k Mountain View Publishing 
Ine. is reporting a story about the grave 
shortage of kennel space for cats in 
Didsbury.

home-builder Morris 
Monk, president of 
Ashbury Design, the 
condo’s developer. 

A final decision is 
expected in writing by 
Sept 21, and must, as a 
requirement of the 
Municipal Government 
Act, include written 
reasons for the decision. 

The high-density resi¬ 
dential development will 
be the first of its kind for 
Ashbury Design. 

Neighbouring resident 
Bruce Milne presented the 
appeal on grounds that 
the proposed structure 
does not fit the guidelines 
accepted into bylaw for 
the Central Core Heritage 
Plan (CCHP), namely in 
regard to height and 
width. 

Milne was particularly 


concerned with a line 
from the CCHP, which 
states, “New develop¬ 
ments should have similar 
heights and widths to the 
existing historical build¬ 
ings,” a point he said 
was not taken into 
consideration when the 
development was given a 
permit. 

However, the fact 
remains that there is 
no current legislation 
regarding height or 
width of a building 
on property zoned R5, 
which development offi¬ 
cer I)ani Woodman 
addressed in response to 
his appeal. 

“The planning authority 
must take into considera¬ 
tion the zoning for the 
land within the applica¬ 
tion,” said Woodman. 


“There are no specific 
height restrictions in any 
of the statutory docu¬ 
ments for an apartment 
building, and the height is 
set at the discretion of the 
MPC." 

Woodman said it is the 
opinion of the Planning 
Authority that the 
proposal complies with 
requirements of the 
Municipal Development 
Plan, the Land Use Bylaw 
(with waivers as approved 
by the MPC) and with 
the CCHP. 

“It is an approved use of 
the land within its zoning 
district." 

Numerous residents 
came forward to state 
opinions similar to 
Milne’s, while others 
veered off topic of Milne’s 
appeal to speak about 
everything from current 
vacancy rates in 
Didsbury, to development 
in neighbouring towns 
“destroying heritage 
aspects”. 

Monk mentioned that 
many of the houses in the 
area have little heritage 
qualities, and “If you 
want to speak to the facts, 
it’s not a totally unique 
neighbourhood," said 
Monk. 

“I’ve tried very hard to 
accommodate what the 
neighbourhood has," said 
Monk. “We can’t replace 
the old houses that once 
were there. I’m not trying 
to replace them; I’m trying 
to emulate them."

The annual ArtWalk has concluded its 
fifth consecutive year in five area towns 
as of Sept. 6, and organizers from 
Wellspring Visual ArtNetwork 
Association say they an* pleased with 
the summer’s turnout of interest. 

“When local businesses support local 
visual iulists like this, it creah*s an 
op|>or1unity to contribute to the rural 
community's artistic culture,” said asso¬ 
ciation co-coordinator Cam >11 Smith. 

A total of ,‘13 businesses in Carstairs, 
Didsbury, Olds, Simdre, and Innisfail 
took part in the 11-week exhibition of 
more than 40 local artists, who offered 
art in a variety of mediums, including 
watercolour, photography, pastel, 
acrylic, ceramics, and glass. 

“The vision and prime directive is to 
advance and promote appreciation of 


visual arts in this rural community," 
said association president Michelle 
Brewster. 

Smith said some of the artists were 
fortunate enough to sell to internation¬ 
al buyers this year. 

“A great many compliments were 
received from those who took in 
ArtWalk this summer,” said Smith. 

Out-of-towners Mavis Prevost of 
Lacombe and her friend ('indy Jackson 
made a trip to Olds to shop, when they 
noticed the Art Walk signs and proceed¬ 
ed to check out exhibits in businesses 
on 51 St, 

“It was a neat interlude,” said 
Jackson. “It’s a really great way to 
feature the artists.” 

“I think it’s a great idea,” Prevost 
concurred. 

The ArtWalk began in 2007 after a 
collection of artists and interested 
patrons noticed (at the time) there 


wen> no public art galleries in the area 
in which art could be displayed and 
sold. 

“Artists couldn't support and pro¬ 
mote one another,” said Brewster in a 
media release.

Area artists recapture the wonder of the wild 


I stand on my deck and 
overlook the beautiful 
Rosebud Riv er Valley. I love 
watching the birds and ani¬ 
mals that pass through, 
especially Harry, my blue 
heron who comes back to 
see me every year. In the 
true sense of the word, it is 
awesome. 

We are so lucky, those of 
us who huy art. We are 
lucky because there are 
artists out there who can 
transform those natural 
images onto canvas, artists 
like Didsbury's Andrea 
Kingsley. What Andrea 
does, though, goes beyond 
paint on canvas; her art has 
a strong foundation in sci¬ 
ence, showing us there is a 
real commonality between 
the sciences and the arts. 
Besides being aesthetically 
pleasing, Andrea's art is 
also scientifically engaging 


because of her meticulous 
attention to detail. 

Biology is a science that 
renders itself perfectly to 
art. Andrea studied biology 
both academically and 
through experience, com¬ 
pleting her bachelor's and 
master's degrees in biology. 
For many years starting in 
high school, Andrea spent a 
great deal of time in the 
field, researching birds, 
insects, and the habitats in 
which they live, gaining an 
understanding of the fasci¬ 
nating flora and fauna that 
surround as. 

Andrea’s paintings are 
usually inspired by some¬ 
thing that she has observed, 
and then she uses her mem¬ 
ory of the situation and ref¬ 
erence material to make it 
come together. In the past, 
she had to base her paint¬ 
ings on field sketches and

specimens, but now digital 
photography makes it so 
much easier to obtain refer¬ 
ence material. Indeed, the 
photography that she start¬ 
ed to help her with paint¬ 
ings has developed a life of 


its own and she has begun 
to explore the use of that 
medium in her art. 

In the warm months, 
Andrea gets out into the 
field as much as possible. 
“In the summer I do birding, 
take lots and lots of pic¬ 
tures, and get ideas and 
inspiration from what I 
have seen. Then in the win¬ 
ter, I hibernate and paint. 

“The key is getting out 
there and seeing the crea¬ 
tures in their natural habi¬ 
tat,” says Andrea. “I love 
watching the animal and its 
behaviour. I'm fussy. I truly 
believe that if you don't 
know the dragonfly or the 
duck," adds Andrea, “then it 
is harder to paint it accu¬ 
rately.” 


Going back to 
Renaissance theory, art is 
the tme depiction of nature 
and its ultimate beauty. As a 
researcher, Andrea studies 
wildlife - as an artist, she 
can go even further to cre¬ 
ate new knowledge by 
depicting many birds and 
insects that many people 
wouldn't otherwise notice. 
And she has done jast that: 
illustrating books on fish¬ 
eries and dragonfly identifi¬ 
cation. 

If you ask Andrea why 
she chose biology as a 
career, she will cite a deep 
feeling of wonder and 
appreciation for the beauty 
and complexity of the natu¬ 
ral world and quest to leant 
about the wildlife and ecol¬ 


ogy that she loves so deeply. 

“I am always in awe at 
how incredibly beautiful 
the world is, and Alberta is 
blessed with such stunning 
habitats. I want to learn 
about them as much as pos¬ 
sible and use art as a way to 
recapture the feeling of 
wonder I experience in the 
wild.” 

Andrea will be at the 
Mountain View Arts 
Festival during Alberta Arts 
Days. Please stop by and 
see some of the work she 
has done. She will be avail¬ 
able to talk about her expe¬ 
riences and observations of 
the natural world, and also 
take part in creating your 
own art that you can take 
home.

Didsbury council has directed administration to find 
out what needs to be done and at what cost to strength¬ 
en the weather-eroded slope at Deer Hidge Coulee. 

In 2010 a heavy rainfall damaged the stairs that go 
down from the coulee. Since then many residents in the 
Deer Ridge community have been urging the town to fix 
the neighbourhood’s stormwater drainage system, 
adding the hill continues to erode with every rainfall as 
there is very little to hold flowing water.

hers were told residents want the stairs replaced. The 
stairs were originally erected by the developer hut the 
town has now taken over responsibility for their main¬ 
tenance. 

At one time the stairs were envisioned to form part of 
the Centennial Trail pathway system. However, it is not 
now part of the trail master plan route. 

Roy Brown, the town’s chief administrative officer, 
said it would be helpful to know how much usage the 
stairs receive, and whether fixing them would be a wise 
investment. 

Council was told it would cost at least $25,000 to fix 
the damaged stairs. 


But Mayor Brian Wittal said the price tag could be as 
high as $50,000. He also said it is now more important to 
address the integrity of the hill. 

“We have to fix that hill,” said Wittal, adding council 
will decide later whether the stairs can or should be 
fixed. “If stairs are taken out remediation still has to 
take place.” 

He said engineers could come back with a plan to 
redirect stormwater by putting in a culvert which would 
alleviate the erosion problems now on the hill. 

Administration will report back to council on Sept. 27 
on what can be done, and at what cost, to strengthen 
the slope at Deer Ridge Coulee.
